Frank H. Reynolds, engineer for 
the company, announced yesterday 


that the new plans for the proposed 


bridge provide for an ascent from 
the Sherman Island side on an 750 
foot concrete trestle at a grade of 
6 percent, 225 feet on concrete span, 
300-foot stationary steel span, a 300- 
foot lift span, 2000 feet of 100- foot 
spans descending at a grade of 1 1-2 
‘per cent and 850 feet on concrete 
trestle on the Contra Costa share. 
The new plans give an opening of 
270 feet in the clear in both the 
stationary and lift spans. The. lift 
span, when raised, will give a clear-
